The census has been asxed by a 
resident of the townsnip, who has 
put up $700 toward the estimated 
cost of the work which will be car­ 
ried out by the census bureau 
Richard E. Miller, chairm an of 
the Straban Twp. supervisors, said 
the census was asked and is being 
financed by Daniel Greenawalt, in 
an effort to determ ine whether the 
population 
of 
the 
township has 
reached the point where the Lincoln 
logs may ask the state to change 
its license from a hotel to a restau­ 
rant. 
Census Bureau Job 
So far $465, the am ount required 
by the state as the "down paym ent” 
on the census, has been paid by the 
township and 
the 
township has 
made arrangem ents for maps and 
forwarded necessary information to 
the various bureaus involved. 
Miller said the supervisors have 
not as yet received word when the 
census bureau will sta rt the work, 
but it was understood th a t about 
six weeks w ill be required for train­ 
ing workers and making the census 
after the census bureau gives its 
approval to the project. 
While tile project will cost the 
township nothing, the supervisors 
noted th at it will in effect help the 
township in its reim bursem ent in 
future years if the census shows a 
substantial increase. The "guessti­ 
m ate" on the township's present 
population is “about 2,SOO" The 
1950 census showed it ai less than 
2.000. 
Report Filed 
According to the auditors' report 
for the township, filed Thursday 
with the county clerk of courts, the 
township had 1,279 persons assessed 
for a per capita tax, which would 
indicate a population In excess of 
2 ,000.

Hugh Odishaw’, executive secre­ 
tary of the U. S. National Com­ 
m ittee of the International Geo­ 
physical Year, told about this n 
discussing some of the research 
results so far during the 18-month 
ICY. 
Explains New Theory 
The IGY. now six m onths along. 
is a cooperative effort of 67 n a­ 
tions to learn 
m ore 
about 
the 
earth, its oceans and the cosmic 
environm ent surrounding It. 
Odishaw's report in the journal 
Science dealth mainly with Ameri­ 
can research results. But he also 
m ade some references to activi­ 
ties 
of 
other 
participating 
n a ­ 
tions. 
He indicated th at new' support 
has been gained for a theory that 
the 
sun's crown-like corona ac­ 
tually reaches out some 93 million 
m iles, 
filling 
all the space 
be­ 
tween the earth and the sun with 
a kind of very thin atm osphere 
New Cosmic Ray Farts 
An aide to Odishaw told a re­ 
porter the new' concept holds that 
the 
gaseous 
corona 
extends 
at 
least to the earth and perhaps 
w'ell beyond. 
B ut he also said that while ifs 
conceivable th a t som e of the sun- 
gas actually touches the earth's 
surface, the earth would be shield­ 
ed by its own muqh denser a t­ 
m osphere from any large am ounts 
of the gas. 
Also in the realm of IGY stud­ 
ies related to space. Odishaw said 
American scientists have come up 
with certain new' observations of 
cosmic ray behavior which lead 
them to theorize th at there m ay 
be im portant m agnetic fields in 
outer space 
On The Threshold 
Asked about the corona and cos­ 
m ic ray studies, Odishaw told an 
interview er: “ I feel that wre are 
at the threshold of beginning to 
understand a bit m ore about the 
interplanetary m edium — that is. 
the space between the planets. But 
it would be prem ature to spec­ 
ulate on what this m eans in term s 
of m anned v en tu re into space.”
